REVISED SUPPLEMENTAL DECLARATION 

Larry G. Willemsen. and GiEgDty Scatt Kolwich, co-inventors of the above-identified 
patent and Applicants herein, declare as follows: 

1 . Applicants believe the original patent to be partly inoperative or invalid by reason 
of the patentee claiming less than we had a right to claim in the patent In particular;, claim 1 
includes a limitation stating that the pedal adjuster includes a "drive mechanism mounted to said 
bracket.* 1 However, this limitation does not cover embodiments disclosed in the specification in 
which the drive mechanism is not mounted to Ihe bracket. As such, claim 1 is overly limiting as 
the specification discloses embodiments in which the drive mechanism extends between the 
adjuster member and the pedal arm rather than being mounted to the bracket New claim 6 
overcomes die deficiency in claim 1 by disclosing the pedal adjuster described with respect to Figures 15-17 
and in column 8, lines 29-67; column 9, lines 1-65; and column 10, lines. 1-35. 

2. The error in claiming less than the patentee had a right to ckim arose through 
error. This error occurred through inadequate communication between Applicants and their 
patent attorney during the original prosecution of the patent application resulting in ihe original 
patent Specifically, Applicants failed to adequately communicate with their patent attorney 
during the original prosecution of this patent as to the important features of the invention now set 
forth in the newly submitted patent claims. 

3. All errors which are being corrected in the present reissue application up to "the 
time of .filing of this declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
Applicants. 



4. Applicants have reviewed and understand the contents of the specification, 
including the claims, as amended by any amendment specifically referred to in the 'oath/ 
declaration,
